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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 7, of applicants response, applicant 
argues that disclosure of Takahashi is directed to the apparatus that records the information rather than to the "recording medium" on 
which the information is recorded. 

In response, as indicated in the previous rejections, Takahashi clearly discloses the use of a recording medium to record the picture 
information. The fact that Takahashi discloses additional information in regards to the apparatus recording the information is irrelevant, 
as Takahashi discloses all of the claimed limitations. The disclosure of additional information does not negate this fact. 

On page 7, of applicant's response, applicant argues that Takahashi discloses reducing "picture data" stored on the disk to create 
thumbnails, and does not disclose storing the thumbnails on a recording medium. In response, the previously cited portion of Takahashi 
(column 9, lines 8-51) specifically discloses wherein the picture data can be stored in free space on the hard disk and then read from the 
hard disk as needed (column 9, lines 36-52). Thus, Takahashi clealry discloses storing the reduced "picture data" on a recording 
medium, as the picture data for steps S41-S51 (including the step of creating reduced picture data, step 47) is stored on a hard disk 
recording medium. 

On pages 7 and 8, applicant further argues that Takahashi only discloses wherein the reduced pictures are stored in "RAM 4", 
In response, see above wherein it is clearly shown that Takahashi discloses storing the reduced "picture data" on a recording 
medium. 

In response to applicant's argument on page 8, in regards to claims 22 and 28, see above wherein it is clearly shown that Takahashi 
discloses storing the reduced "picture data" on a recording medium. 
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
